The act of coirrtesy was most unex- 
pected and is perhaps 
the first time 
such a thing has ever occurred during 
the progress of a strike. 
It is pre- 
sumed that olBcials of the Western Gas 
wanted their former empl'oyes to know 
there Avas no ill feeling on their part 
and that if they wamted to quit work it 
w^as their privilege. 


Pickets are stationed at all the plants 
affected by the strike, which include the 
Wayne Oil Tank and Pump company, 
the Western Gas Construction company, 
the Fort Wayne P]ngineering and Manu- 
facturing company and the American 
Steel Dredge company. 


Several machinists on the night shift 
refused to report 
for

on strike. 


So far as is known there has been no 
move for the settlement of the differ- 
ences between the irnion machinists and 
employers. 
Up to the present time the 
strike has been peaceful and quiet and 
no trouble of' any kind is anticipated.

The Germans are continuing des- 
perate attacks on Fort 
Douaumont 
and the lines to the east and west 
and have succeeded in capturing a 
part of a trench east of the fort 
northeast of Verdun. 
The French 
claim still to be in possession of 
nearly all of the fort itself. 


West of the Meuse the Germans 
attacked in force east of Deadman 
hiU and by hard fighting made their 
way into a portion of the village of 
Cumieres. 


According to a semi-official Italian 
view the purpose of the Germans in 
continuing 
their 
Verdun 
campaign 
and the Austrians in pressing an of- 
fensive against th^ Italians is to 
prevent an expected simultaneous at- 
tack by the entente allies on 
all 
fronts. 


Grand Jury Called to Con- 
sider Wayne Township 
Trustee Again. 


A belief is expressed in many quar- 
ters that the Allen county grand jury, 
called to convene at 9 o'clock Thursday 
morning to give further consideration

Scherer, trustee of Wayne township, 
will return indictments against that 
public functionary, alleging violations 
of the law in the. misuse of township 
funds in his custody. 


The grand jury, which held a session 
in April, hivetigated the conduct of 
Trustee Scherer and returned an ac- 
icusatlon for. Impeachineilt.- This mat- 
ter Is now pending in the circuit court. 
Judge John W. Eggeman haying under

Scherer's attorneys to quash each and 
every count of the accusation. 
This 
mition was argued last week before

Eggeman 
by Judge 
Edward 
O'Rourke and former Prosecuting At- 
torney Harry H. Hllgeman, of counsel 
for the accused trustee. 


The call for the grand Jury to con- 
vene was issued Tuesday afternoon by 
Judge Eggeman upon request of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Frank A. Emrick. 
It 
Is thought by many that the purpose 
is to abandon the impeachment pro- 
ceedings and, asking the grand jury to 
return 
true 
bills 
against 
Trustee 
Scherer for the alleged malfeasances, 
bring him to trial for penalty of the 
violations charged against him. 
Suc- 
cessful impeachment would merely re- 
move him from office, whereas convic- 
tion under 
indictments 
would 
have 
penal consequences. 


Since Trustee Scherer's official con- 
duct was first called in question ru- 
mors have been constantly recurrent 
that he would resign, but these have 
met uniform denial from that official 
himself, and so far have been vindi- 
cated by the steadfastness with which 
he holds to his office.

Identity of Mysterious 
Adams" Comes to Light 
in Waite Trial.

TO HOLD AN AUTOPSY 
Wife Does Not Glance at 
Accused Husband in 
Court Room. 


Paris, May 24.—(11:15 a. m.)—A pow- 
erfull offensive was undertaken by the 
Germans last night to the east of Dead 
Man's hill on the Verdurf front. 
The 
attempt in general was unsuccessful, the 
war office report of this afternoon says, 
,but after a fierce hand-to-hand struggle 
the attacking' forces. made their way 
into a portion of the village of Cumieres. 
At this point the French are faced by 
more than three divisions. 


German attacks on Fort Douaumont, 
the cornerstone of the Verdun defenses, 
are said virtually to have failed. 
Not 
withstanding the determination of their 
attacks and what is characterized as a 
most reckless expenditure of life, the 
Germans succeeded only 
in 
taking 
a 
small part of a trench east of the fort. 


Attack After Attack. 


Driven to desperation by seeing 
so 
much of its work undone the German 
command has hurled attack after attack 
against Fort Douaumont. 
At the same 
time it has kept up its onslaught on tlie 
left bank of the river to prevent the 
French transferring any forces to the 
main scene of attack. 


All day yesterday the tide of war 
ebbed and flowed, inches of ground being 
won and lost at an appalling cost of 
men. As one French officer said, "Plots 
of land come high here." 
Again and 
again after Teducing trenches to a crum- 
bling heap of ruins by a deluge of shells 
the Gernian infantry dashed 
forward 
only to t>e caught and swept away by a 
hurricane of fire from the French, bat- 
teries and machine guns.

negotiations 
should 
they be undertaken. 
Ho had been men- 
tioned in this connection not only on 
account of his experience and recognized 
ability, but because

occupied 
rather a detached position so far as ac- 
tual conduct of the war Is concerned. 


Late in 1914 the formei chancellor was 
sent to Rome by the emperor and suc- 
ceeded in delaying Italy's declaration of 
war on Austria.

with having prevented war between Ger- 
many and Italy.

then

to 
Switzreland, the ostensible reason being 
the ill-health of his wife. From time to 
time it has been reported that the prince 
was engaged in peace negotiations, but

The enormous extent of Rotter- 
dam's transit trade in cotton at the op- 
• cning of the Svar, in consequence of the 
severance of Bremen's maritime com- 
munications, opened the eyes of Dutch- 
men to the potentialities of the position. 
Last spring the Twente (Eastern Hol- 
land) chambers of 6ommerce invited the 
Rotterdam chamber-to take the initia- 
tive -in the matter, promising the sup- 
port of the Twente spinners, and the 
establishment e»f a cotton market is 
now assured by the formation of a cot- 
ton corporation and an association for 
trade in cotton. 


Several important factors favor the 
new venture's success. 
There are some 
fourteen spinning manufactories in Hol- 
land itself with an annual consumption 
of about 130,000 bales of cotton. More- 
over, Belgium and a great part of west- 
ern Germanv can be reached by railroad 
—to say nothing of the Dutch port's 
fine water commimications—at less cost 
from Rotterdam than from Bremen. A 
comparison of railroad rates shows'that 
Qladbach, Rheidt. Gronau, Bocholt, Co- 
logne and a number, of other important 
German centers, xising altogether over 
400,000 bales yearly, are thus situated, 
while neighboring Belgium takes anoth- 
er 250,000 bales. 


Rotterdam can therefore, it is point- 
ed out. compete without difficulty for 
the delivery of about 800,000 bales of 
cotton per year. 
Germany 
may be 
reckoned on to do everything possible, 
by railway tariffs, 
etc., 
to preserve 
Bremen's position, while Bremen firms 
havtf the advantage of a direct interest 
in many German 
spinning 
concerns. 
Nevertheless, Ho^terdam has hjgh hoped 
of more than recovering its losi cotton 
tradi of forty yMrs 4i«o.

England and American 
Mails. 


It is declared from Washington that the note which the United 
States will shortly send to the British government will call atten- 
tion "in a tone of finality" to the repeated infraction of the rights 
of neutrals by the British government in the seizure and examina- 
tion or detention of American mails. There has been repeated com- 
plaint on this score and it will be well to have the matter disposed of 
by a definite understanding. 
Unlike some other international prob- 
lems with which the United States has been called upon to deal in 
connection with the war, the situation involves no loss of human 
life, but it none the less involves neutral rights, and, in point of 
principle, is essential because it is once more a fight for the main- 
tenance of accepted international customs. 


It is hardly probable, either, that London will be disposed to 
seriously quibble over it. 
Indeed, there are already indications 
that the man points will be conceded as soon as the protest is made, 
and if that be the outcome it will remove another of the numerous 
aggravating situations with which Washington has had to contend. 
The exigencies of war have in many instances driven belligerents to 
overstep the bounds and to seek justification and excuse later. This 
is one of them. The world will some day recognize its. debt of gra- 
titude to the United States for the fight it has been making for the 
upholding of international law and the rights of neutrals at a time 
when most of the world has apparently forgotten that such things 
existed.

The ordinance purposes to 
put up a barrier against men ahd con- 
cerns doing a coupon business by im- 
posing a license f.ee of $25 .for the 
first 
day, $15 for the second and $10 for each 
subsequent 
day they operate in For 
Wayne. 
For violation a penalty of $2," 
to $100 is provided. 
Felix Schanz and 
Ed F. Perrey. two of the oldest photo- 
graphers 
in the 
city, 
addressed 
the 
council in support of the measure, ex- 
plaining how people were swindled and 
legitimate business Jnjured by the meth- 
ods of the itinerant photograpKiers and 
canvassers. 
Both stated that the police 
department favored the ordinance be- 
cause of the numerous complaints that 
came in from defrauded citizens. Othér 
members of the delegation were Jesse 
Earlle, 
Washington 
Bîake and C. S. 
Hurdle. " The ordinance was referred to 
the committee on rules, regulations and 
ordinances. 


To the same committee the council re- 
ferred an ordinance to amend section 3 
of the city building code so that appli- 
cations for building permits shall dis- 
close the location, street and street, num- 
ber of all structures of the first and sec- 
ond classes and the name of the owner 
of the property. 
The ordinance will 
obviate confusion that now exists. 


City Clerk G. W. Boerger submitted 
to the council a proposal that the city

Rome, May 23.—(Via Paris, May 24.) 
The Austrian offensive on the Trentino 
front and the furious efforts of the Ger- 
mans to gain a decision at Verdun are 
explained in a semi-official statement 
published here as a result of a concert- 
ed effort on the part of the central pow- 
ers to prevent an expected simultane- 
ous attack by the allies on all fronts. 


"The central empire" says the state- 
ment, "wish to prevent, even at 
the 
cost of enormous sacrifices of men and 
material, the allies from taking the in- 
itiative in the var operations and at- 
tacking them 
simultaneously 
on all 
fronts. Such is the plan of the central 
powers, as revealed by the great Aus- 
trian offensive on the Trentino front, 
•while the Germans are revivin;? their ol- 
fensive against Verdun. 


"Germany and Austria aim at wear- 
ing out France and ^taly, counting on 
the temporary halt in the Bussian oper- 
ations continuing. They hope that when 
Russia is ready at last to resume the 
flght the other two nations will be so 
worn out as to need a rest. 
This viev 
Is confirmed by statements made by 
sAustrian officials who have been taken 
prisoner." 


The statement concludes with an as- 
sert ion that the Austro-German plans 
must fail as all of the allies will be 


able to pass from the present defensive 
stage to decisive, simultaneous action. 
This great joint offensive, it is declared, 
will bring about the downfall of the 
Teutonic powers. 


News from the front says that the 
Austrians are widening the scope of 
their offensive with the intention of pre- 
venting the Italians from concentrating 
any considerable forced of men and guns 
at threatened points. 


MUST CROSS THE DVINA. 


No Peace TiU "Then, Von Hindenburg 
Tells His Soldiers. 


London, May 24.—(11:01 a. m.)—An 
order of the day said to have been is- 
sued recently by Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg to his men on the Russian front 
is quoted as follows in a Central News 
dispatch from Basel, Switzerland: 


"For some time a rumor has 
been 
spreading among the troops that pea(^ 
negotiations are about to begin and this 
fact, coupled with the instinct of self- 
preservation which is constantly grow- 
ing, is having a bad effect on the morale 
of the men. 


"In the name of the emperor I declare 
that there cannot be any question of 
peace until we have crossed the Dvina. 
Soldiers, if you wish peace go and seek 
it on the otlier side of the Dvina."

year which had just come to a close had 
been the best in the history of the or- 
ganization. 


Tlae council opened Wednesday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock with divine services 
with a large congregation in attend- 
ance. Solemn eucharist was celebrated 
with the bishop as celebrant; Rev. F. B. 
Johnston, of Marion, deacon; Rev. E. T. 
Pancoast, of Hartford City, sub-deacon, 
and Rev. M. M. Day, of Indiana Harbor, 
master of ceremonies. The services were 
very beautiful 
and 
impressive. 
The 
special music rendered 
by the chorus 
choir and by the organist, Mr. Churcli, 
was a feature of the service. 


At the close of the devotional exer- 
cises the council 
was or/?anized and 
Rev. M. M. Day, of Indiana Harbor, was 
re-elected secretary of the diocese for 
another year. 
Fifty-four laymen and 
pastors responded to roll call. 


The bishop then submitted his an- 
nual report. 
He began: 
"It is again a 
gieat privilege for me to call you into 
council and relate to you the great 
achievements of tho past year and to 
recommend to you plans for the coming 
year. 
The year just closed has been 
one of the most successful years in the 
liistory of the diorese and I have preach- 
ed more senjion.i, conducted more visita- 
tions and confirmed more people during 
the paf-t year than ever before during 
my riiocesan life.'" 


Tie spoke of the commendable work 
which 
i:as been accomplished by the 
Womiin's Auxiliary of the church and 
stated that they had reached a high de- 
gree of efficiency. He recommended that 
the clergy take more interest in this 
great, work so that not only one-third of 
the women of the church would be mem- 
bers. but that all women would becomr 
aillliated with this organization. 


During the year there was no deaths 
among thp clergy of the diocese. 
How- 
ever, in his report, the bishop mentioned 
the death of the wife of Rev. Thomas 
Hines, which occurred on Christmas day, 
101 o. 
He also stat«*^ that the grim 
reaper had called many of the real fac- 
tors of the church to the great beyond, 
and among these mentioned the names 
of Charles H. Parker, of 
Valparaiso, 
and Frank M. Beckley, of Hammond. 


In relating to the council the events 
of interest which had transpired in the 
diocese during the year, the bishop told 
of the golden jubilee anniversary of 
Trinity Episcopal church of this city. 
He spoke in words of highest praise of 
the work which had been accomplished 
in Fort Wayne and paid a glowing tri- 
bute to the rector and the members of 
the parish. 


Five new missions were organized in 
the diocese during the past year and at 
the present time are all in a prosperous 
condition. 
The rectory at Garrett un- 
derwent extensive remodeling. 


Rev. John M. Hamilton, of Peru, was 
transferred from the Michigan City dio- 
cese to the diocese of Washington. 
His 
charge at Peru still remains vacant, but 
services have been held regularly since 
his departure. 
Rev. Ben P. Ivans, who 
was rector of the parish at Gary, was 
transferred to thg West Michigan dio- 
cese and no successor has as yet been 
appointed. 


On January 3. Bishop White ordained 
Rev. James Horton at South Bend. 
He 
will graduate from college this summer 
and Avill then be ready for an appoint- 
ment. It was the sad duty of the bishop 
to depose from the ministry Rev, E. D. 
Martin, of Michigan City, on February 3. 


The bishop reported that last sum- 
mer it -was his privilege to supply at the 
two churches at Routh Bend, thereby 
giving the two ministers an opportunity 
for a much needed rest. - 


The afternoon session was taken up 
with the regular routine of business. 
The closing session will be held 'Wednes- 
day evening.

Camera is Turned on the 
Recruit by English 
Army Officer. 


London, May 10.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—Photographs of 
the heart beats of recruits for the Brit- 
ish army now form part of a new physi- 
cal examination adopted by the militarj' 
authorities. 
These are being made in a 
Ixtndon hospital where men whose hearts 
vary in the least from normal are put 
through a series of testa by some of the 
greatest specialists in heart complaints 
in England. 
The new method is said to 
obviate the danger of accepting, as re- 
cruits men whose hearts are not sound 
enough to stand the rigors of soldiery. 


"Please run up those etaira to the 
roof and back," the new recruit ia told 
by one of the medical examiners. 


On his return to the ground floor his 
pulse 
rate, breathing rate, and blood 
pressure are taken and compared witli 
the pulse rate,- etc., obtained before the 
candidate went stair climbing. 
After a 
rest of three minute,a the pulse 
and 
blood pressure are again measured. 


The knowledge of the general condi- 
tion of the heart obtained by these and 
other routine methods of heart examina- 
tions is not enough, however, and the 
candidate is next taken into the electro- 
cardiograph room. Here he sits with one 
bare foot and his two hands in separate 
basins of water. 
Wires lead from thv 
basins to a complicated electrical ap- 
paratus, which, in a word, photographs 
on a moving sensitized film the electrical 
currents generated by the different cliam- 
bers of the heart in beating.

Says Uncle Sam Owes Him 
Damages for Use pf 
Invention, 


Washington, May î-.'.—Thé battle to 
protect Uncle Sam from being "soaked"' 
by the horde of claimants that seek to 
collect at his expense has many inter- 
esting aspects. 


That little vest-pocket 
stamp 
book 
with a dozen stamps in it, price 25 cents, 
is the subject of a law suit in which 
Uncle Sam is asked to pay more than 
$1,000,000 damages. 
It is declared to 
be royalties due the patentee of 
the 
stamp book idea. 


The case goes back to 1898. 
In that 
Year, through Senator Penrose two mod- 
els of a stamp book patented by Frank 
G. Farnham, together with a printed 
pamphlet e.xplanatory 
of 
the device, 
were referred to the then third assist- 
«»•nt postmaster general. John A. Merritt 
was third assostant at the time and re- 
plied that "tfie department deems it in- 
expedient to sell postage stamps in the 
way proposed." 
However, after July 1, 
1899, the then third assistant postmas- 
ter general, Edwin C. Madden, designed 
without knowledge of the existence of 
the Farnham patent the stamp 
book 
now used by the department. 
The bu- 
reau of engraving and printing evolved 
methods for its manufacture and the 
postoffic© department began the public 
«ale of two-cent stamps in book form. 


Farnham wants the alleged profits of 
the government on the sale of the stamp 
books during the ten year period from 
1000 to 1910. 
Thfe 
government 
sells 
twelve ^wo-cent stamps for a quarter, 
charging one cent for the book. . The 
contention is that the profits on the sale 
of the books during the ten years have 
exceeded a million dollars. 


The court of claims dismissed Farn- 
ham's contention. The latter's attorneys 
then appealed to the 
supreme 
court 
where a final decision is now soon ex- 
pected.

Chancellor 
S. B. 
McCormick 
of the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
Attorney 
John 
S. Weller of Pittsburgh, 
legal 
adviser 
and expert on Latin-American law; Dr. L. "W. 
Swope also of the "Smoky City," physician for 
the party, and M. L. Benedum and J. C. Trees 
of Pennsylvania, owners of large tracts of oil 
lands in Mexico 
and experts on oil-producing 
lands. 
The present program includes visits to 
Tampico and Vera Cruz, IMexico, where the oil 
holdings of Benedum, Trees, C. E. Crawford 
»nd M. C. Treat will be visited. 
Thence, the 
Diana will visit the Islands of Trinidad, 
Ja- 
maica, Porto Rico, Cuba and Nassau. 


After the cruise through these islands, the 
Diana again will turn her nose southward and 
Panama, Colombia and Venezuela will be vis- 
ited. 
The longest stay will be made in Colom- 
bia, where at least two months will be spent, 
with as much longer time as is necessary for

the United States Inside of eight months. 


Great seepages are found 
on 
the 
soil 
of 
Colombia In territory surrounding Baranquilla, 
and for some hundreds of miles up the Magda- 
lena River, so that it Is In this section that 
most of the exploring will be done. Analysis of 
oil taken from various seepages in that section 
shows that it ranges from low-grade fuel oil. 
•with an asphalt basis, up to light yellow oil, of 
3D degrees gravity, or lighter, almost ready for 
use as machine oil without further refinement. 
Capt. Houghton believes them to be the largest, 
oil fields In the world, and he has visited Bar- 
anquilla several times In the course of his life 
as a sea captain. 


The hydroaeroplane which the explorers are 
taking was built In the United States and will 
carry two persons and the driver, for which 
latter position W. L. Ernst, a New York avl- 
ator, has been engaged, with Frank Devaux, 
a French flyer and mechanician, as alternate. 
The Colombian 
Government 
has promised 
a 
guard of soldiers to protect the aeroplane from 
overinquisitive 
Indians, 
for there 
are 
many 
places on tlie Magdalena River and surrounding 
Baranquilla which have not been well explored 
and where a white man la an object of curi- 
osity. 


Unlike most aeroplane Journeys into unknown 
territory, this will not be a continuous 
flight, 
but a number of stops will be made to take sam- 
ples, ascertain locations and set up marks to 
Indlcate-the territory in which drilling Is to be 
done. 
On this account the plane has been fit- 
ted with a powerful telescope, swung directly 
behind the driver's seat, where the first pas- 
senger can watch the country below as the big 
niachine ilies slowly over It. 
This man at the 
telescope will be a well-known "oil scout," who 
is being brought from the Pennsylvania oil field, 
having been selected for his knowledge of sur- 


face Indications and their revelations concern- 
ing the oil beneath. 


The hydroaeroplane Is provided 
with 
both 
pontoons and wheels, so that it can land on 
either water or earth. 
In selecting this type 
of machine, hints were taken from the use of 
hydroaeros by the United States 
Government 
at the time troops were landed in Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. 
The flying boats were not equipped 
with wheels, and the result was that they could 
not land on earth, or, if they did, they, could 
not rise again. 
In other words, they had to 
land and start from the water. 
In tlie machine 
which the oil-seeking expedition is taking, how- 
ever, either pontoons or wheels can be used, 
at the driver's wish, according as they are to 
land on water or solid ground. A simple throw- 
ing of a lever raises the pontoons and drops the 
pneumatic-tired wheels, or vice versa, as may 
be necessarj-. 


The machine will carry food and water for 
three men for four days, as well as plenty of 
gasoline for the motoj-, tools for light repairs, 
the telescope» three rifles, three revolvers and 
ammunition. 
The under part of the machine's 
body is of aluminum steel, so that the driver and 
passengers will be safe when flying, even sho\iId 
some "untutored savage" take it into his head 
to flre a rifle bullet or two at them. 


The Colombian Government, which has been 
experimenting with aerial craft for some time, 
has promised to SQnd a smaller aeroplane and 
an aviator to Baranquilla, to act as a sort of 
tender and scout to the big hydroaeroplane. 
This will add to the safety of the party of 
Americans, in that the smaller machine will re- 
main in the air even while the hydro and party 
are on land exploring the oil fields. Thus the 
army plane will be able to give warning if the 
Indians become troublesome, and, in case of 
real danger, can hurry to Baranquilla, where 


,there is an army post, for re-enforcements 


"We «do not anticipate any trouble," safd 
Capt. Houghton, discussing the expedition, "but 
we are' going to be prepared for it in case H 
does come. 
According to reports of men who 
have inspected these Colombian oil fields oa 
horseback, the Indians are none too friendly; 
in fact, previous expeditions have been mad* 
only with the aid of government troops, but as 
no troops could keep up with an aeroplane ex- 
pedition, an escort on the trips has not been 
asked. 
There will bo, however, an increase in 
the post at Baranquilla, so that if we choose to 
live and keep the hydroaeroplane on shore, in- 
stead of on the Diana, we will be well pro- 
tected." 


Over the deck of the stern of the Diana ha« 
been arranged a movable platform, from whicl» 
the hydro can slip away in flight, just as sim- 
ilar types of 
flying 
machines start from tha 
decks 
of 
American 
battleships. 
A 
portabla 
take-down hangar, or shed, for the hydroaero- 
plane is also part of the Diana's equipment, 
so that the flying boat can be housed either on 
board or on land and be safe from the ele- 
ments. 
W ireless equipment also has been pro- 
vided so t'nat the aeroplane can be kept in con- 
stant toucli with the yacht even though flying 
300 or 400 miles inland. 


In addition to inspecting and testing the oB 
fields, this first aerial expedition of its kind also^ 
will attempt to map out routes for pipe llnea 
to either the Pacific or Atlantic coasts, the dis^" 
tance from the main field being about 250 milea 
either way to the sea. 
At the close of the lit- 
erally "flying survey" of the oil fields, Mr. "Wel- 
ler will go to Bogota, capital of Colombia, to 
close up the fuianoial and legal ends of tha 
transaction. 
Capt. Houghton believes the ex- 
pedition will result in the opening of a great 
new oil fieid to the world and 
the possibia 
change of control of the bulk of the world's oil 
production.

thorough exploration of nearly 2000 square miles 
of land, which have been reported as bearing 
strong indications of oil-producing shale 
be- 
neath. 
Landing in Colombia will be made at 
Baranquilla, where the yacht will lie at anchor, 
practically in "winter quarters," as far as she 
needs them In the tropics, until the work Is- 
completed. 
There are no railroads in this part 
of Colombia, so the explorers will take turns 
flying In the great hydroaeroplane for a radius 
of some 400 miles around Baranquilla, 
One of 


the trips already planned is to take the fliers 
300 miles up the Magdalena River, where there 
are not even trails for land travel. 


Concessions to this vast tract of land, be- 
lieved 
to contain 
oil, were granted 
by 
the 
Colombian Government to Roberto de Mares, 
but have since come Into the hands of the men 
who are making the present trip. 
There are 
believed to be great subterranean lakes, rivers 
and potholes of petroleum beneath the surface 
of the eastern coast of South America, even 


extending out under the Atlantic, where they 
give rise to frequent "crude oil springs" in the 
bed of the sea, the oil rising in great funnels 
to the surface. 
Sea captains attribute to this 
oil the almost constant calmness of the sea off 
the northeastern 
coast of the southern 
con- 
tinent, and It Is to find the origin and source 
of these underground supplies of oil that the 
expedition has 
been 
outfitted, at a cost of 
nearly $15,000, to make an exploring trip which 
probably will not bring Its members back to 


EATH would have been wel- 
come, but fate kept it from 
me, so hero I am." 


Thus begins the Story of 
Ludwlg Bergman, 
crippled 
and impoverished, who ar- 
rived In San Francisco last 
week after having, to quote 
him, "slipped out of hell." 


Bergman, 
Hungarian, 
WiLs one of four survivors of his regiment, ^ h o 
other three have since died in the snow follow- 
ing their escape with Bergman from a Siberian 
military prison." 


"I might have been torn to mincemeat 
in 
that inferno of smoke, gas and 
explosions," 
declared Bergman, 
"or I might have died In 
the snow like my surviving comrades, for death 
was welcome then—I invited It." 


Bergman, though only 30 years old, Is aged 
'—prematurely aged. 
Since he Joined his regi- 
ment last summer a year ago he has 
been 
wounded five times. 
After his escape from Si- 
beria he fled to China, then crossed the Pa- 
cific to America. 
His story is the most thrill- 
ing yet produced by the great war. 


"In San Francisco," said Bergman, "I heard 
a war correspondent relating hia experiences 
at the front. 
It made me laugh. 
What front 
did he mean? 
He said war was 
humdrum; 
that it had been stripped of its olden-day ro- 
mance. 
I cannot speak for the Eastern front, 
but In the West war Is not humdrum." 


Up until July 30, 1914, Bergman was a happy 
young forester of fine physique. 
He lived In 
the district of Ungvar and was one of 
the 
thousands 
called 
to 
the 
Austro-Hungarlan 
colors. 


When Bergman was notified to Join his regi- 
ment he wondered what would be his own per- 
sonal part In the big military drama. 
"What 
did it really mean? 
What was war, anyhow?" 


Off he marched with the rest 
They would 
march triumphantly Into Siberia and he, poa-^ 


sibly, would return a hero. 


"Not bad," thought Bergman. 
The prospect 
rather appealed to him. 
But it turned out dif- 
ferently. 


"On August 1," said 
Bergman, "we 
were 
«transported by rail to Permysl and there at- 
tached. to a division of the Sixth Army Corps. 
Everywhere 
there %vero crowds to watch 
us 
go by and 'sing us out.' 


"I had said farewell to the little Austrian 
girl who had promised to be my wife. 
I ate 
the lunch she fixed for me. 
It lasted even to 
the Russian frontier. 
We crossed into Russia 
at Rawaruska. 
Our outposts soon became en- 
gaged with the enemy. 


"We pressed On and I learned that we were 
in the Lubin forests. 
There a general combat 
developed and wo had our first taste of this 
new kind of warfare. 
We fought an unseen 
enemy and were shelled Wy an Impersonal foe. 


"Hundreds of our men fell without seeing a 
sign of the enemy. 
We intrenched as best ws 
could, but apparently lost our sense of direc- 
tion. 
We held our position all night, 
how- 
ever, and in the morning not an enemy gun 
was 
heard. 


"No one seemed to realize th§ ominousness of 
this silence. It was followed by a terrific flre. 
We appeared to be surrounded, for the lead 
came from many directions. 


"W^hole lines of our Infantry, dashing forward 
to meet the charge, were withered to notliing, 
and other lines had disappeared soon. I know 
that, except for four of us, the regiment—and. 
In fact, the troop division—was annihilated. 


"It was then I begged for death. I had been 
"wounded five times, but did not lose conscious- 
ness until after many hours of agony. A bullet 
had penetrated my left leg, I had a shrapnel 
and two bayonet wounds on my head and one in 
the breast, 
»' 
' 


"When I awoke I was in a prison camp. I 
found the three other members of my regiment 
there.-Their wounds were of lesser consequence. 
There were hundreds of other prisoners In the 


camp, most of them wounded. 


"We were prisoners in this camp aboiit two 
weeks wlien at daybreak one morning my three 
companions came to my cot and said they were 
going to make a break for freedom. They took 
me witli them, though my crippled condition 
made our progress slow. 


"Tliree kilometers from the camp we wert 
overtaken by a Cossack patrol and 
dragged 
back to the prison camp. 


"it must haye been some time in late Sep- 
tember that we were tai^ep with tiie other pri»« 
oners of war to the railway station at Dorog&Sli 
There we were loaded like cattle into cars, and, 
after a tedious delay, the train began moving^ 
That journey seemed insufferable. 


"I don't know how long wo were in thos« 
filthy railway cars, but we did arrive at Vladi- 
vostok, where we were to be imprisoned for tha 
duration of tlie war. 


"The prison was really an army post. I was 
used by the Russian military authorities as a n 
interpreter because of my knowledge of the Slav 
language. They permitted me to go freely about 
the prison without guard. 


"I knew we were near the Manchurian fpon- 
tier, so many Chinese came and went each day. 
I prevailed upon some of the Chinese to assist 
mc and my three companions in escaping from 
the prison. 


"We at first made our way to their rendez- 
vous, then at night set forth in the snow. I ob- 
tained a Russian great coat and hat from tho 
Chinese. 


"Our food supply C()nsisted mostly, of bread, 
but for days we were witliout food. 


"Almost insane from the bite of the frost, w« 
staggered on, with no knowledge of our loca- 
tion. Then two of the four of us fell in the snow. 
Death came quickly to them. The following day 
the third man succumbed to the cold, and I was 
alone. 
^ 


"It was a fight between life and death. I 
could easily have laid down in tho snow and 
died. I wanted to die. but something pulled me 
on and on imtil I fell exhausted in the path ot 
a little" hut. From then on the hardships hav» 
been less. 
• 


"I heard that tho Russians had traced me, 
but that they turned back when they found 1 
had gained Chinese soil. I sailed from Honir 
Kong, and here I am.

"I shall await the end of the war In Aiaer- 
ica."

thing about the baby quickly. 


Do keep baby's thumb out of his 
mouth. 
Don't let that habit start. It 
may deform his mouth for life. 


Do be sure that you get only fresh 
E:\ilk for baby but not the richest , m i l k . 


Do see that the milk is delivered in 
bottles ai/d is put on ice immediately. 
Warm milk readily spoils and spoiled, 
milk will make the baby sick. 


Do see thst new rubber nipples are 
boiled before ii<?ing tised for the first 
time. 
All nipples should be carefully 
washed in soap and water and kept cov- 
ered in a glass containing boric acid or 
baking soda and water. 
They shtnld 
be thoroughly rinsed before using. 


Do see that baby's bottle is thor- 
oughly rinsed when emptied and then 
kept filled with water. 
Before prepar- 
ing the food for the day they should 
be thoroughly wsshed 
hot suds 


and placed for ten minutes in boiling 
water.

''Love at 14 years of age is not love 


It is school girl infatuation. Every gh- 
at that youthful period thinks she i 


obliged to marry her first beau. She's 
afraid no one will ever ask her again."

made by the young wife to support her 
claim that there never wag any affec- 
tion. She is quoted as saying: 


"Mr. Shank took me from a well-to-do 


home and made me live in a hovel. He 
was 25 and I was just a school girl 
of 14 when we were married. 


"It was an unfair advantage of me. I 


never loved him. I just thought be- 
cause he was my first beau, I must mar- 
ry him.

change. Her ideas are not fixed at 17. 
The result often is that as she gains 
the age of discretion, happiness flees 
and she gets into the divorce court. 


"Of course there have been happy 


marriages of girls at un early age, but 
that does not change my opinion."

WAS A THEORY, IS A FACT. 


It is declared from Washington that the note which (lie United 


States will shortly send to the British government will call atten- 
tion "in a tone of finality" to the repeated infraction of the rights 


of neutrals by the British government in the seizure and examina- 
tion or detention of American mails. There has been repeated com- 


: plaint on this score and it will be well to have the matter disposed of 


by a definite understanding. Unlike some other international prob- 
lems with which the United States has been called upon to deal in 
connection' with the war, the situation involves no loss of human 
life, but it none the less involves neutral rights, and, in point of 
principle, is essential because it is once more a fight for the main- 
tenance of accepted international customs. 


It is hardly probable, either, that London will be disposed to 


seriously quibble over it. Indeed, there are already indications 


' 'that the man points will be conceded as soon as the protest is made, 
* and if that be the outcome it-will remove another of the numerous 


aggravating situations with which Washington has had to contend. 


; \The 'exigencies of war have in many instances driven belligerents to 
- overstep the bounds and to seek, justification and excuse later. This 
is one of them. The world will some day recognize its debt of gra- 
titude to the United States for the fight it has been making for the 
upholding of international law and the rights of neutrals at a time 
when most of the world has apparently forgotten that such things 
existed.

THE FOBT WAYNE SENT1NEU 


Rome, May 23.—(Via. Paris, May 24.) 


The Austrian offensive ou the Treutiuo 
front and the furious efforts of the Ger- 
mans to gain a decision at Verdun are 
explained in a semi-official statement 
published here as & result of a concert- 
ed effort ou the part of the central pow- 
ers to prevent an expected simultane- 
ous attack by the allies ou all fronts. 


"The central empire'' says the state- 


ment, "wish to prevent, cveu at the 
cost of enormous sacrifices of. men and 
material, the allies from taking the in- 
itiative in the war operations and at- 
tacking them 
simultaneously 
ou all 


fronts. Such is the plan of the central 
powers, as revealed by the great Aus- 
trian offensive on the Trentino front, 
•while the Germans are reviving their ol- 
fensive against Verdun. 


"Germany and Austria aim at wear- 


ing out France and Italy, counting on 
the temporary halt in the Russian oper- 
ations continuing. They hope that when 
Russia is ready at last to resume the 
fight the other two nations will be so 
worn out as to need t. rest. This vicv 
Is confirmed by statements made by 
Austrian officials who have been taken 
prisoner." 


The statement concludes with an as- 


tertion that the Austro-German plans 
must fail as all of the allies will be 


able to pass from the present defensive 
stage to decisive, simultaneous action. 
This great joint offensive, it is declared, 
will bring about the downfall of the 
Teutonic powers. 


Xews from the front says that the 


Austrians are widening the scope of 
their offensive with the intention of pre- 
venting the Italians from concentrating 
any considerable forced of men and guus 
at threatened points. 


MUST CROSS THE DVI5A. 


No Peace Till Then, Von Hindenburg 


Tells HU Soldiers. 


London, May 24.—(11:01 a. m.)—An 


order of the day said to have been is- 
sued recently by Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg to his men on the Russian front 
is quoted as follows in a Central Xews 
dispatch from Basel, Switzerland: 


"For ?ome time a rumor has beon 


spreading among the troops that peace 
negotiations are about to begin and this 
fact, coupled with the instinct of selt- 
preservation which in constantly grow- 
ing, is having a bad effect on the morale 
of the men. 


"In the name of the emperor I declare- 


that there cannot be any question of 
peace until we have crossed the Dvin:i. 
Soldiers, if you wish peace go and seek 
it on tho other side of the Dvina."

WAR PRISONER ESCAPE 


thorough exploration of nearly 2000 square miles 
of land, which have been reported as bearing 
strong indications of oil-producing shnlo be- 
neath.

Tho 
other three have since died in the snow follow- 
ing their escape with Bergman from a Siberian 
military prison." 


"I might have been torn to mincemeat in 


that Inferno of smoke, gas and explosions," 
declared Bergman, "or I might have dted In 
the snow like my surviving comrades, for death 
was welcome then—I invited At." 


Bergman, though only 30 years old. is a;ed 


—prematurely aged. Since he joined his regi- 
ment last summer a year ago he has been 
wounded five times. After his escape from Si- 
beria he fled to China, tlien crossed the Pa- 
cific to America. His story is the most thrill- 
ins yet produced by tho great war. 


"In S;xn Francisco," said Bergman, "I heard 


a war correspondent relating his experiences 
at the front. 
It made me lauch. What front 


did he n-.can? 
He said war was humdrum; 


that it had been stripped of its olrtcn-d.iy ro- 
mance. I cannot speak for the Eastern front, 
but In the West war is not humdrum." 


Up until July 30, 1P14, Bergman was a happy 


young forester of fine physique, lie lived In 
the district of t'ngvar and was one of the 
thousands

Austro-Hungarian 


colors. 


When Bergman was notified to join his regi- 


ir.cr.t he wondered what would be his own per- 
sonal part in the bis military drama. "What 
nid it really mean? What was war. an3"how?"

sibly, would return a hero. 


"Not bad," thought Bergman. 
The prospect 


rather appealed to him. But it turned out dif- 
ferently. 


"On August 1," said Bergman, "wo were

Everywhere there were crowds to watch us 
go l>y and 'sing us out.' 


"I had said farewell to the little Austrian 


girl who had promised to be my wife. 
I aw 


the lunch she fixed for me. H laFterl even to 
the Russian frontier. 
We crossed Into Russia 


at Rawnruska. Our outposts soon became en- 
gaged with the enemy. 


"We pressed on and I '.earned that we were

"Hundreds of our men fell without seeing a

oners of war to the railway station at Doroghafc 
There we wore loaded like cattle into cars, and, 
after a tedious delay, tho train began moving. 
That journey seemed insufferable.

"I don't know bow long we were in those ' 


filthy railway cars. but we did arrive at Vladi- 
vostok, where we were to be imprisoned for the ' 
duration of the war. 


"Tiie prison was really an army post. I was

Still Enoch was no unusual man; he 
was a man of like infirmities with us. 
His privileges were no. more than ours. 
His life no more different from what 
ours might well be. 


The image of .walking with God is 


r.n early one.'. Adam walked with God 
in the garden; .Abel walked with Him 
in the field. .What is tlie meaning 'of so 
common-place 'an image as this?. 


It meant that Enoch walked in the 


same general direction. 


He has.'the same motive in life, the 


. same purpoaes to fulfill. The same ideals 


of our world" life. 


We often forget that God has a pur- 


pose. We make Him the Great Accidental 
of the universe. Tho .colossal Driftwood 
of existence. In our efforts to rehuman- 
izo God we have robbed Him of will- and 
purpose. 


Happy is the man who can see God'? 


great purposes. Happier is he who con- 
forms his life to their execution. 


Enoch saw what God was about in .the 


world, and conformed ihis life to it and 
in this way walked with God.

sulphata Is dissolved, which requires 
three or four hours, remove the sack 
and stir into the barrel enough addi- 
tional water to make exactly 26 gal- 
lons of the copper solution. 


Prepare the lime by slacking it 


slowly and thoroughly in a clean bar- 
rel, strain, and add enough additional 
water to make exactly 26 gallons of 
lime milk. Stir thoroughly. 


Pour the two Ingredients together 


Into another barrel, or, better, directly 
Into the spray tank, if it will hold BO 
gallons. 
It is highly important to 


stir the mixture very thoroughly and 
to strain both Ingredients before they 
are combined, as otherwise clogging 
of the spray nozzles might result.

Thus It has been shown 


that trees better the health conditions 
of a city. 
And what is true of the 


city is equally true of the country. A 
homestead barren of trees and shrubs 
does not appeal to the occasional vis- 
itor, nor does it influence the family 
which dwells thereon as It would if 
the home yard had been adorned with 
trees, beautiful in form and color, 
which inspire a constant appreciation 
of nature. 


The trees on city streets suffer most 


often because of a naturally poor soil 
and a lack of sufficient water supply. 
City streets that are macadamized, 
paved, or concreted present a surface 
layer that shuts off almost completely 
the natural means by which water may 
reach the roots, an.d directs all oC the 
surface 
drainage into 
catch-basins 


and sewers. 
Thus, trees on such 


streets are subjected to the extreme of 
adverse conditions, and their natural 
vitality and soil adaptation must bo 
such that they can withstand the ab- 
normal strain on their vitality or they 
are certain to meet with an unnatural 
and premature death. 


Along city streets, where conditions 


are 
so often 
unfavorable 
to tree 


growth, the holes for newly planted 
trees should be filled with loamy soil, 
and they should be large enough to 
provide for fu'ure root development. 
A bed 4 feet wide by 8 feet long and 
2 feet deep is none too large. 
In 


streets which are often congested with 


people It may not be feasible to leave 
such a large open space" for each tree. 
In such -"cases an iron grating can be 
placed over the area that is not paved. 
This will prevent the soil from be- 
coming impenetrable to surface water. 


Literature on the subject of shade- 


tree protection will be of the most 
value when it serves as a neans .for 
preventing rather than curing injuries. 
By far thu greater part of tha Injuries 
from which- trees suffer can be pre- 
vented. 
"When once Inflicted, how- 


ever, it Is often very difficult or even 
impossible to remedy them adequately. 
In many cases the existing laws are 
quite sufficient to give all the protec- 
tion desired. The people should know 
the laws, and have Interest enough in 
the preservation of trees to insist that 
they shall bo obeyed. The most sue-

to the second crop of alfalfa, for 
though they hatch in spring from 
eggs laid the previous autumn, the 
young hoppers do very little apparent 
Injury to the first crop.

food.

quickly destroyed, and

every opening bud and newly-formed 
leaf. The second crop cannot make a 
start for the new growth Is eaten as 
fast as it appears.

spring. 
In many cases this means 


the loss of many thousands of dollars 
worth of hay. 


In some states very little has been 


done toward preventing this loss; but 
in Minnesota and Nebraska, grass- 
hoppers are fought systematically with 
considerable success.
